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A CHALLENGING MESSAGE 


It has been my privilege to hear our General Overseer, 
H. L. Chesser, deliver a number of sermons, all of which 
ere good, but none of which were superior to his sermon 
@:: many of us have heard him deliver recently on “The 
bjectives of the Church.” 

His treatment of the subject could easily be thought of 
as a “blanket coverage” of the constituency— ministers 
and members, plans, purposes, and duties of the Church 
of God in its various departments, within and without. 

There was nothing sensational about the message, either 
in the manner of its delivery or, as for that, the nature 
of the subject itself. To the contrary, it was a good, solid, 
factual sermon. Although proper credit was given for the 
success and progress made by the church, there was no 
reservation in pointing out numerous bottlenecks in every 
phase of our church life which have and still are cheat- 
ing us out of the actual success that we should realize. 
Yet there was not the slightest tone of defeatism in our 
General’s voice; to the contrary, that kind of optimism 
that fills the hearts of courageous, consecrated, farseeing 
leaders so overwhelmingly that they impart to their fol- 
lowers a consuming, undaunted passion to accept their 
plans and work them to a successful completion. 





THEY FOLLOW THE PATTERN 


@Qm Red Russia is following in the South Korean 
geression, the pattern she set in the mad revolution in 
China, goes without question. Not only that, but if suc- 
cessful in Korea, Yugoslavia will be the prey of Red- 
Balkan armies, and, in fact, regardless of how the war 
terminates in Korea, it would not be surprising if Russia 
sets off war in numerous countries (that is, if Red China 
is not seated in United Nations) to so occupy the United 
Nation forces in various places as to scatter their fight- 
ing strength in order to make disastrous sneak attacks on 
the western nations, especially the United States. One 
thing we may be assured of and that is that Russia is 
cent upon world conquest and will resort to every means 
and method possible in her effort to accomplish her pur- 
pose. 

This is another period marked as “the beginning of 
sorrow.” Many of our American soldiers have already shed 
their blood on the battlefield of Korea, and no doubt 
thousands more will die in this war, which has all the 
appearances and possibilities of actually being World War 
III. If it is, we may well know that it will be the most 
far-flung, general, and devastating war the world has ever 
known. If Communism should win, this world would be 
turned into a wilderness of woe—strong term indeed, but 
when you think of the near 500,000 church buildings go- 

g up in flames or being converted into meeting places 

r the godless, and all the Bible schools and Christian 
colleges turned into athiestic institutions, while the Chris- 
tian, Protestants, Jews, and Catholics, are purged from the 
earth by martyrdom of every conceivable means, you can 
understand why I say if Russia conquers, the earth will 
be a wilderness of woe and a virtual hell on earth. Prayer 
and fasting helps much more than you might think at this 
time. My boys and your boys will soon be on the battle- 
field, if the Red hordes are not stopped. Everything that 
we hold dear and precious is, I believe, far more at stake 
now than when we were in World War II. 

Another thing we should keep in mind is to “look up” 
at such a time as this, for “our redemption draweth nigh.” 
Our Saviour is likely to come any minute. Let us be ready. 
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ETERNAL 


There is nothing that so inspires and at the same time 
impresses a person with greater satisfaction for the pres- 
ent and anticipation for the future as the knowledge of 
those things which appertain to life in its eternal relation- 
ships. We like to think of the things that pertain to our 
peace, pleasure, health, friendship, joy, and happiness as 
being permanent, not only permanent but ever/asting; and 
if there is any difference between everlasting and eternal 
in respect to duration, we want them to be eternal in their 
duration. 

Sometime ago I noticed a feature of “Believe It or Not” 
that shows a very interesting illustration of time. It was 
stated in one of the features that it would take over eighty 
years to count a billion, and, of course, to most minds this 
would appear to be an unreasonable length of time re- 
quired for such a count. The following was given, however, 
to establish the accyracy of such a statement: 

You count to 100 in one minute (1, 2, 3, 4, 5, etc.). Count 
1,000 in 10 minutes. Count 6,000 in one hour. 

In an 8-hour day you count 48,000; in a 40-hour week, 
240,000; in a year (52 weeks) 12,480,000. To count to 1,000,- 
000,000 it would take 80 years, 6 weeks, 3 days, 2 hours, and 
40 minutes. 

To count the estimated national debt, 280 billion dollars, 
it would take 20,400 years. 

At first, eighty years seems an interminably long 
time in which to count a billion. But, if that be true, then 
how much longer will it seem to live a billion years. Yet 
a billion years is but an infinitesimal part of eternity. 
The glorious thing about it is that we who have been re- 
deemed by the precious blood of the Lord Jesus are crea- 
tures not only born to live in all eternity, and remember 
eternity is endless, but in being born again we have full 
and glorious prospect and possibilities of living in all 
eternity with God the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost, the angelic host, and the saints of all ages, past, 
present, and future. We must as human beings, keep in 
mind, however, that decision on our part here determines 
our destiny. Therefore in the final analysis we must be 
aware of the fact that our acceptance or rejection of the 
Lord Jesus Christ determines to which of man’s future 
destinations we are going. It is an indisputable fact that 
He “whose goings forth have been from everlasting” came 
into this world to provide, through His righteous life, sac- 
rificial, vicarious death, and resurrection, redemption from 
sin and a title deed for every soul redeemed to a place in 
God’s eternal house of many mansions. All of this is made 
possible and a positive fact through His atoning death and 
glorious resurrection. Christ Jesus is now the free gift of 
God through whom if man will accept and believe, there 
is everlasting life (John 3:16; Rom. 6:23). 

That the picture is dark and filled with eternal torment 
for those who reject the Lord Jesus, the only means of 
man’s redemption, cannot be denied, for in Psalm 9:17 
we read, “The wicked shall be turned into hell and all 
the nations that forget God,” and in Matt. 18:8, “wherefore 
if thy hand or thy foot offend thee, cut them off, and 
cast them from thee: it is better for thee to enter into life 
halt or maimed, rather than having two hands or two feet 
to be cast into everlasting fire.” Matt. 25:46 tells us where 
the paths of pilgrims toward eternity separate and go to 
their everlasting destinations: “And these shall go away 
into everlasting punishment: but the righteous into life 
eternal.” 

One certainly could not be thrilled with any of the terms 
“permanent,” “everlasting,” or “eternal,” as related to the 
screams, cries, cursings, and gnashing of teeth that will 
be the lot of those who, by reason of choice and nature 
of their life, descend to the place prepared only for the 
devil and his angels. But as surely as there awaits the 
righteous eternal peace, joy, and happiness in the place 
that He has gone to prepare for His blood-washed disci- 
ples in His Father’s house of many mansions in heaven 
and the renewed earth, so also is there hell eternal, 
everlasting hell, with its everlarging mouth, yawning 
and gaping wide for those who are crowding the broad 
road to the wide gate of its eternal flames. Where will you 
be in eternity?

OPEN DOORS 
JAPAN, INDIA, SOUTH AMERICA 


While the apostle Paul was on his 
second missionary journey from Phi- 
lippi perhaps, he wrote to the Co- 
rinthians (1 Cor. 16:9) about Ephesus, 
saying, “For a great door and effec- 
tual is opened unto me, and there are 
many adversaries.” Also, he wrote, 
“When I come to Troas to preach 
Christ’s gospel .. . a door was opened 
unto me of the Lord” (2 Cor. 2:12). 

God’s message to the Philadelphian 
church is, “Behold, I have set before 
thee an open door.” The opportunities 
at Ephesus were so great that Paui 
saw “a great door... opened.” Some 
think he alludes in this passage to the 
custom of the Roman circus, and the 
doors of it, at which the charioteers 
were to enter, as their antagonists 
did at the opposite doors. With op- 
portunity goes corresponding respon- 
sibility. Through the open door, there 
are many adversaries. This by no 
means discouraged the apostle Paul; 
it rather put the “go ye” fire into him. 
His very soul was animated by the 
opposition. Always when and where 
God works the devil does his best to 
hinder. Today there are great doors 
opened before us. 

Japan (the Japanese say, “Nippon’’) 
is a wide-open door. 

Japan, the land of the tops of high 
mountains forming a chain of islands 
where the world’s most earthquakes 
strike, with her 79 millions of people, 
boasting an ancient monarchy dating 
from Jimmer Tenno (B. C. 600), needs 
the gospel. 

DOORS ONCE CLOSED 


Once her doors were closed tight to 
everyone. In the early 17th century 
one of the Shogans (rulers) closed all 
foreign commerce, and they remained 
shut in from the outside world until 
Commodore Perry, in 1853, under the 
American Naval Commission, entered. 
With the opening of Japan followed 
the overthrow of the Shogan;3. By 
1868 they had entered a new era of 
enlightenment (but not spiritual en- 
lightenment), making marvelous ad- 
vancement, and reached extraordi- 
nary military strength. Their consti- 
tution made their emperor sovereign, 
his person sacred and inviolable. 
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THE DOWNFALL 


As you know, Japan broke the four- 
power pact between the United States, 
Great Britain, France, and Nippon 
and made that terrible devastating, 
sneaking attack on Pearl Harbor, 
which was answered eventually by the 
explosion of the atomic fission, thus 
losing the war. Her emperor was 
forced to acknowledge he was not in- 
fallible and that the “land of the 
sun” could be conquered. 

WITH THE FALL of this nation 
(the third highest birth and death 
rate in the world) crashed the hopes 
of 79 millions who worshipped their 
emperor as God. Now they somewhat 
realize their need and are groping in 
the blackness, searching for the light. 
Shall we not help them? |

Were “the sons of God” in this con- 
nection men or angels? I contend that 
we do not have to leave the human 
family to find these “sons of God.” If 
you say they were angels, then you 
set aside the fathers who were the 
natural generators. To set aside the 
fathers and make way for demonized 
angels to generate a race is a mon- 
strosity. (Matt. 22:30.) Angels fallen 
or unfallen do not marry. 

It was a world in which marriage 
was abused. “We find that marriage 
was commenced on a wrong princi- 
ple.” When the true Adamite stock 
began to marry and intermarry the 
Cainites, apostasy was the result. It 
was altogether wrong for the true 
Adamite stock to marry the Cainite 
women. The Cainites were of a lower 
order of mankind. Contrast them with 


Cain recorded separate to that of 
dam. There was no excuse for the 
true Adamites to marry the Cainites. 
“The conjugal alliances of men large- 
ly determine the moral character of 
a community.” The marriage of the 
sons of God to the Cainites raised the 
floodgates of iniquity. 

“The sons of God,” the antedilu- 
vian men of God, not angels, married 
the daughters of men. How could an 
angel assume a human body capable 
of being a husband? And would their 
children not be half angel and half 
human? 

Much of this folklore belief is found 
in the book of Enoch. But it is well to 
remember that Enoch did not write 
that book. The book of Enoch per- 
haps is as ancient as the Epistles. Its 
contents are apocryphal; that is, it is 
not canonical nor authentic, but spu- 
rious. It is astonishing exaggeration, 
which is incredible beyond sober 
reality. 

I shall give you a few quotations 


. Sethites. We find the genealogy 


och is counterfeit. 

Chap. vii. 1,2: “It happened, after 
the sons of men had multiplied in 
those days, that daughters were born 
to them, elegant and beautiful. And 
when the angels (the sons of heaven) 
beheld them, they became enamoured 
of them, saying to each other, Come, 
let us select for our selves wives from 
the progeny of men, and let us beget 
children.” 

Chap. xv. 7: “Therefore I made not 
wives for you (angels) because, being 
spiritual, your dwelling is in heaven.” 


Q@ie: to show that the book of 
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Chap. xvii. 16: “Therefore was he 
offended with them (the angels), and 
bound them, until the period of the 
consummation of their crimes in the 
secret year.” 

Chap. xxi. 2, 3: “I beheld . .. a deso- 
late spot, prepared, and terrific. There 
too, I beheld seven stars of heaven 
(angels), bound in it together. These 
are those of the stars which have 
transgressed the commandment of 
the most high God; and are here 
bound, until the infinite number of 
the days of their crime be completed.” 


I quote from the book of Zohar: 
“After that the sons of God had be- 
gotten sons, God took them and 
brought them to the mount of dark- 
ness, and bound them in chains of 
darkness which reach to the middle 
of the great abyss. (A fuller form of 
the Rabbinic legend relates that the 
angels Asa and Asael charged God 
with folly in having created man who 
so soon provoked Him, and that He 
answered that if they had been on 
earth they would have sinned as man 
had done.) And thereupon He allowed 
them to descend to earth, and they 
sinned with the daughters of men. 
And when they would have returned 
to heaven they could not, for they 
were banished from their former hab- 
itation, and brought into the dark 
mountains of the earth.” 

Note, the above statements are not 
conformable to reason. Angels are 
not made the theme of divine revela- 
tion in the Old Testament. Such ideas 
are conceived by wild and unre- 
Strained fancy. 

The advocates of the theory make 
great noise about their offspring be- 
ing giants. But if you will paraphrase 
the text, you will see that there were 
giants in the land before the Adam- 
ites married the Cainites—“Giants— 
The term in Hebrew implies not so 
much the idea of great stature as of 
reckless ferocity, impious and dar- 
ing characters, who spread devasta- 
tion and carnage far and wide.” 

Note how the advocates of the 
theory contradict each other. This is 
proof that the book of Enoch ana 
similar books are apocryphal. 

One man teaches that certain 
angels had an argument with God, 
and He allowed them the privilege to 
come down to earth, and to be 
charmed by beautiful women; where- 
as, being tempted by those charming 
women, “they took them wives of all 


which they chose.” And after they 
had lived with their earthly wives an 
indefinite time, they decided to go 
back to heaven. But God took them 
and bound them in chains to a dark 
mountain, the -chains being long 
enough to reach to the middle of hell. 

Can you conceive the idea—holy 
angels having lust? 

Another man teaches that these 
angels were already fallen. Then may 
I ask, why did they wait until after 
the death of Adam to marry the 
daughters of men? The truth of the 
matter is, Adam kept his posterity 
separate from that of Cain’s, as long 
as he lived. . 

The writer of the book of Enoch 
“let the cat out of the wallet” when 
he said, “Therefore I made not wives 
for you (angels) because, being spirit- 
ual, your dwelling is in heaven.” Yes, 
indeed, the angels are spiritual, and 
were not capacitated to increase their 
number by way of procreation. 

It is taught in the book of Enoch 
that the flood followed close upon the 
sin of the angels. Here is an acknowl- 
edgment that this sin began long 
after the death of Adam. 

“Milton’s use of legendary matter 
carries no authority and affords no 
explanation of difficult allusions in 
Holy Scripture. Moore’s ‘Loves of the 
Angels’ is a pure work of imagina- 
tion.”

2:1). “Imagine: Fr., imago; image.” If 
we are not careful, we shall bow to 
mental images. It is shown at Gen. 
6:5 that the further men get from 
God, the vainer are their imagina- 
tions. “But as the days of Noe were, 
so shall also the coming of the Son 
of man be” (Matt. 24:37). 

“A bombastic mysticism, promising 
to reveal secrets about the unseen 
world and the future, was a very 
lucrative profession in the last days 
of Paganism, arid it passed over to 
Christianity as an element in various 
heresies.” To search these apocryphal 
books is no endeavor to understand 
revealed truth.

GI Dividend 90% Paid 


WASHINGTON.—Officials said about 90 per 
cent of the $2,800,000,000 GI insurance refund 
money has been paid out in four months, ex- 
ceeding initial expectations, but applications 
are still “trickling in” every day. 

The Treasury tabulation showed 13,786,949 
checks had been sent out through today for 
a total of $2,508,705,163.31, an average of more 
than $180 each, since the distribution began 
January 16. 

Current check mailings, however, have 
slowed to as few as 8,000 a day since the peak 
movement more than a month ago. Then, as 
many as 300,000 checks were sent out in a 
single day. 

Veterans Administration officials explained 
that, except for the trickle of late applications, 
most of the approximately 1,000,000 applica- 
tions awaiting payment represent “difficult” 
cases which could not be mass processed for 
payment.

POPLARVILLE, Miss.—A 65-year-old country 
doctor sat in a reviewing stand Saturday and 
watched a half-mile long parade of 1,500 of 
his “babies.” 

They included 1,000 white and 500 Negroes, 
all brought into the world by Dr. H. B. Cowart. 
Among them was Jim Standford, 42-year-old 
farmer. Dr. Cowart’s oldest living baby. 

The doctor estimates he has delivered 4,000 
babies in 44 years of practice in South Missis- 
sippi.

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Church Membership Now 
at 81,497,698 


NASHVILLE, Tenn.—A total church member- 
ship in the United States of 81,497,698 is re- 
ported in the 1950 Southern Baptist Handbook, 
released here. 

Porter Routh, editor of the Handbook, said 
this was a gain of 1.4 per cent over the figures 
reported last year. 

Forty-eight Protestant groups, with a mem- 
bership of more than 50,000 each, reported a 
total of 47,199,675 members, compared with 
46,719,184 the previous year. The Roman Cath- 
olic Church reported 26,718,343, compared with 
26,075,697 the year before. Smaller denomina- 
tions and the Jewish congregations make up 
the Jbalance. 

The Handbook noted that the largest Pro- 
testant denomination is the Methodist Church 
with a membership of 8,792,569. The Southern 
Baptist Convention comes next, with a mem- 
bership of 6,761,265. 

According to the Southern Baptist tabula- 
tion there were 283,150 congregations in 1949 
as compared with 279,374 in 1948. 

It was also disclosed that 27,944,454 pupils 
were enrolled in Sunday Schools and parochial 
schools in 1949, as compared with 27,981,457 in 
1948. Protestant Sunday Schools showed a loss 
during the year of 37,003 members. 


Woman Drops Sick Husband 
From Fifth-Floor Window 


NEW YORK.—Mrs. Anna Bornholdt, 58, was 
arraigned on a homicide charge in the death 
of her paralyzed husband who was dropped 
from a fifth-floor window. Bronx Magistrate 
Raphael R. Murphy ordered her held without 
bail for hearing Wednesday. 

Police quoted her as saying that her hus- 
band, Fred, 64, pleaded with her, ‘Please don’t 
throw me out.” 

“I have to do it,” she told him, according 
to police, and let him fall from a kitchen 
window to a rear courtyard. 

The couple had been married 20 years. Last 
November Bornholdt, a waiter, suffered a 
stroke and his left side was paralyzed. 


Police said that when they asked her why 
she did it, she finally said, “I’m a bad girl.” 

During her arraignment she nervously twist- 
ed a handkerchief and spoke only when the 
Magistrate told her she could communicate 
with relatives and friends.

We are told in Revelation 6:15-17 that the 
great men of the world, such as kings and 
princes, shall seek to hide themselves in the 
caves and rocks of the mountains from the 
wrath of Him who sits on the throne. 

With this Scripture in mind, it is of real in- 
terest to us to note some suggestions that have 
been made concerning a large cave near Stan- 
ton, Missouri. The cave is owned by Lester Dill. 
This is what a news report says about it: 
“Lester Dill of Stanton, Missouri, who owns 
a 26-mile-long cave deep in the foothills of the 
Missouri Ozarks, has asked the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation for a million-dollar loan 
to develop an underground Noah’s Ark, safe 
from atomic and hydrogen bomb attacks. 

“Dill said that his cave would hide several 
thousand people whose survival would be es- 
sential to future civilization. Thus he suggests 
that the persons picked to hide away in his 
cave be scientists, medical experts, chemists, 
engineers, other specialists, and promising 
yous people, who would insure a future gen- 
eration.” 
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Introduction 


The word “atonement” occurs once 
in the New Testament and then 
should have been translated “recon- 
ciliation,” consequence of atonement. 
The reconciliation has remitted the 
wrath, the punishment which we de- 
served, and through this we expect 
eternal glory. A holy God justifies an 
ungodly sinner through faith. It is all 
through the blood of Jesus Christ— 
nothing less, nothing more, nothing 
different. Before the foundation of 
the world, the plan of salvation was 
in the mind of God, but it remained 
to be executed. When God fixed the 
plan for man’s redemption, He sent 
out the invitation for man to come 
and partake of the benefits of His 
great plan of salvation. Man could 
accept or reject God’s invitation. 


It Is The Blood That Maketh An 
Atonement For The Soul. Lev. 17:10. 
This is God’s simple plan of justifi- 
cation. From the 3d chapter of Gen- 
esis to the Revelation, we find the 
blood of Christ put forward as the 
only grounds for righteousness. We 
receive pardon, peace, life, and right- 
eousness all by the blood, and by 
nothing but the blood of Jesus Christ. 


Adam was made a free moral agent, 
and he made the choice that plunged 
mankind into the darkness of sin and 
left himself in a terrible condition. 
He lost all his dominion, dignity, hap- 
piness, innocence, purity, and peace. 
All was gone from him, and he ac- 
cused God of being the cause of it. 
He stood there lost and guilty, yet a 
self-vindicating and God-accusing 
sinner. When Adam came to the end 
of himself, God began to reveal His 
plan of redeeming love. 

Man was to be lifted to a high and 
lofty state through redemption, to be 
reached only by the bruised seed of 
the woman, after Adam failed to 
establish his own righteousness, and 
saw the worthlessness of his fig-leaf 
apron and the folly of his sins. 

Sin had introduced death, and man 
had become the serpent’s slave. Death 
had to be abolished; God’s claims had 
to be met. Could man do that alone? 
No! he could not assist God in the 
plan of redemption. Then Adam be- 
gan to see the emphasis placed on 
the seed of the woman. God was to 
bruise the serpent’s head with the 
seed of the woman, which is the de- 
ascendant of woman, “And Adam 
called his wife’s name Eve,” which 
means “the mother of all living.” 

Jesus said to Martha, “I am the 
resurrection, and the life: he that 
believeth in me, though he were dead, 
yet shall he live: and whosoever liv- 
eth and believeth in me shall never 
die. Believest thou this?” 

It has been said that all roads lead 
to Rome: but in the plan of salvation 
all roads lead to Jesus Christ, and any 
road that does not center in Jesus 
is not a highway of God. Jesus Christ 
is the sole purpose and the goal in 
our living. ; 

After Adam named his wife, God 
clothed them with coats of skins, a 
divinely provided garment, a type of

Christ. The garment made them fit 
to stand in God’s presence. After con- 
sultation, Gen. 3:22, man was expelled 
from the garden. His knowledge of 
conscience awoke, and man was re- 
sponsible to do good, to abstain from 
all evil, and to approach God through 
a sacrifice. Cain brought of the fruit 
of the ground, and God had no re- 
spect for it. But Abel’s offering was 
according to God’s previous instruc- 
tions, and God had respect for it. 
This was Abel’s expression of his faith 
in the substitute. Heb. 11:4. It was 
the type of the Lamb of God and His 
sufferings. 

John said, “Behold the Lamb of 
God that taketh away the sin of the 
world.” The lamb symbolizes the un- 
resisting the harmlessness of the 
Lord Jesus, Isa. 53:7. Twenty-eight 
times in the book of Revelation Jesus 
is called the Lamb of God, and the 
title is always associated with His 
atoning work. Cain’s bloodless offer- 
ing proclaims God’s truth that with- 
out the shedding of blood there is no 
remission of sins. Heb. 9:22. 


The Atonement was Foreordained Be- 
fore the Foundation of the World, But 
was Manifest in These Times for You. 

1 Peter 1:20. The atonement was 
no afterthought on the part of 
God, and the fall didn’t take God 
by surprise. Before the creation of the 
world, He knew the end from the be- 
ginning and made provisions for 
man’s redemption. John saw Him as 
a lamb slain from the foundation of 
the world. Rev. 13:8. 

There is a twofold purpose in God’s 
plan of salvation. This twofold pur- 
pose included the salvation of man 
and the glorifying of His Son. God 
provided not only that men might be 
saved but also that His own Son 
might become the Head of a glorious 
kingdom of redeemed men, redeemed 
through His precious blood. Suppose 
God had banished Adam and Eve and 
put another moral being on the earth 
in their place? If God were less than 
perfect and less than omnipotent, He 
would have been confessing He did 
not foresee the fall of man, which 
would have meant that He did not 
foresee the end from the beginning. 
Then He could not have been omnis- 
cient. But worse than all such con- 
fessions, it would have meant He was 
not love. But instead, love went into 
action and established the plan of

redemption of man, which was al- 
ready pending. 

The purpose of the atonement was 
to make man at ONE with GOD again. 
The atonement originated with God 
who was in Christ Jesus reconciling 
the world to Himself in the event 
that man should fall, for man was 
created a free moral agent and by 
his choice brought the penalty of a 
broken law. The penalty of a broken 
law must fall on the breaker of the 
law or his substitute or bondsman; 
otherwise the law is of no effect. A 
law without a penalty would be use- 
less. It is not the law that men fear 
but the penalty. Adam and Eve were 
doomed to die, but their death would 
frustrate God’s purpose, which was 
to repopulate the restored earth, Gen 
1:28. God couldn’t withhold the pen- 
alty without breaking His holy word. 
It was necessary that the penalty of 
the law, if not to fall on Adam and 
Eve, should fall on the substitute. 


In the 22d chapter of Genesis, the 
Holy Ghost gives us a typical lesson 
in the offering of Isaac by Abraham. 
Isaac is a type of Christ, obedient 
unto death. Phil. 2:5-8. Abraham is a 
type of the Father, who spared not 
His own Son, but delivered Him up 
for us all. Rom. 8:32. The ram is a 
type of the substitution of Christ of- 
fered as a burnt offering in our stead, 
Heb. 10:5-10. In Egypt we see redemp- 
tion (typified by blood). The Passover 
lamb is a type of Christ. The lamb 
taken on the tenth day and kept up 
until the fourteenth day shows Christ 
foreordained of God from eternity, 
but manifest for us in time. We find 
that every ceremony, every rite, every 
ordinance, and every sacrifice point- 
ed forward to the Lamb of God 

During the four thousand years of 
shedding the blood of bullocks, goats, 
and lambs, God, in His great object 
lesson, kept before the people the fact 
that without the shedding of blood 
there was no remission of sin. 

The blood on the lintel secured 
Israel’s peace. “When I see the blood, 
I will pass over you.” There was noth- 
ing more required than the unblem- 
ished substitute which met God’s 
claims and Israel’s needs. Then per- 
fect peace reigned within. The judg- 
ment that was due him fell upon a 
divinely appointed victim. One doubt 
from within would have made God’s 
word void, for He said, “When I see 
the blood, I will pass over you.” All 
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under the cover of the blood were 
safe. They were not hoping or pray- 
ing to be saved for they knew it, be- 
cause they had God’s word for it. The 
word of God and the blood of the 
Lamb formed the foundation for 
Israel’s peace. If one had been 
touched, it would have proved God’s 
word void and the blood valueless; 
but the Israelite knew he was safe. 
Was it because of any thing he had 
done or thought or felt? No, because 
God had said, “When I see the blood, 


n applicant of the blood, not just 
ave a lofty estimate which the mind 
can form of the blood, for he wasn’t 
saved by his interest in, or his 
thoughts about, the blood, but simply 
by the blood. If the Israelites had 
based their hope on the way they 
cooked and ate the lamb and ob- 
served his ordinance, they would 
have denied the sufficiency of the 
blood. 

We are likely to regard the gifts 
of the Spirit in us, rather than the 
work of Christ for us, as the founda- 
tion of peace. The Holy Ghost did 
not make peace but Christ did. Paul 
preached peace by Jesus Christ. Eph. 
2:14-17. In Colossians, Paul tells us 
that He was reconciled in the body 
of His flesh through death to pre- 
sent us holy and unblamable in His 
sight. The hope of glory is in Christ 
Jesus’ finished work on the cross. 
Christ stated, on the cross, that His 
work was finished, but the Holy Ghost

Last Assembly the Church of God 
here in North Rome had an average 
of one Evangel to every seven mem- 
bers; only 37 Evangels coming to the 
city, and part of these were coming to 
the church at DeSoto Park. The church 
also was distributing 224 LIGHTED 
PATHWAYS per month. Since that 
time we have made a fine increase. We 
now have 285 members in our church, 
with 254 Evangel subscriptions and 
1,050 LIGHTED PATHWAYS each 
month. I sincerely believe that if we 
would be as eager to place good liter- 
ature in the hands of not only our 
members, but the general public as 
well, we would be able to make a 
greater gain for God and His church. 
People are going to read something, 
and why not have them learn about 
God and the church while they are 
reading. Where there is no vision, the 
people perish, and certainly people are 
perishing spiritually, because our vi- 
sion has been so narrow. 

There are people standing on the 
street corners with all kinds of rotten 
literature, and if the people do not 
buy their papers, they give them one, 
and are glad to do it. Why? They want 
to better acquaint them with their 
doctrine and gain more followers by 
doing so. Then, we Church of God 
folks many times are not as interested 
in our own literature as we ought to 
be. I believe that if all our members 
would subscribe to the Evangel and 
LIGHTED PATHWAY. then subscribe 
for some of their relatives and the 
various city officials, maybe they 
would be a little more favorable toward 
both you and the Church in your home 
town, when they knew more about it. 
Besides all this, you get the reports on 
our work in general, plus some soul- 
stirring messages to bless our hearts 
and inspire us to do more for God and 
the Church. 


Instead of one Evangel to every two 
or four members, don’t count five 
members in one family and say that 
family doesn’t need five Evangels com- 
ing to their home. Make it a point to 
see that every family in the Church of 
God has the Evangel and LIGHTED 
PATHWAY in its home. Then, why not 
do a little home-mission work by giv- 
ing your members a chance to pay for 
subscriptions and send them to all of 
the people that you would like to see 
saved, sanctified, baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, and added to the Church 
of God. We gave our people a chance 
to do this last year, and you should 
have seen the response. You should see 
the results, even today. Some argue 
that if you send the Evangel to people 
who are not interested in the Church 
of God, they will only throw them in 
the trash can; but,*by the time 50 
copies come to their home in one year, 
they will at least look over two or three 
of them, and, perhaps, be touched by 
something they read and come to a 
service at the church, hear the sermon, 
go to the altar, repent of their sins, and 
be saved. One soul is worth more than 
the whole world. Praise God, I am get- 
ting happy just thinking about it. 

Ministers and members, let us do our 
BEST to get as much of our literature 
in circulation as possible. Find a hos- 
pital where you can distribute LIGHT- 
ED PATAWAYS to the patients; place 
our Evangels and LIGHTED PATH- 
WAYS in bus and railroad stations, 
libraries, doctors’ offices, and every- 
where you have the opportunity. It will 
not hurt to take a special offering 
every now and then to help finance 
this work. We take offerings for every- 
thing, so why not for our publications? 
We have people here in the North 
Rome church who are doing personal 
work in the jail, stockade, county 
home, and hospitals, and they find 
that our publications add much to 
their visit, and people are glad to get 
the papers. Remember, those people 
in the various places of confinement 
have a soul that will live on just like 
yours, and wouldn’t you like to help 
them find Jesus? Come on, Church of 
God people, let us do our duty to God 
and man.

GOD HEALS THE PEOPLE 
IN ILLINOIS 


Brother Thea F. Jones was with us 
in Benton, Illinois, in the high-school 
“Ranger” gymnasium on East Main 
Street. Hundreds of people crowd- 
ed into the auditorium each night 
to hear the Word of God and 
to see His wonderful healing power 
manifested. People came from Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, West Virginia, Ohio, 
Indiana, Florida, California, Missouri, 
Michigan, and from towns all over the 
State of Illinois. The crowd the last 
night was estimated between 2,500 and 
3,000 yet the gym seats only 1,700. 

Brother Jones was surely anointed 
with the Holy Ghost each night as 
he preached the Word of God, and 
after the messages many came seek- 
ing God for deliverance for their sin- 
ful souls. Many were delivered from 
tobacco, drink, and other habits. We 
couldn’t keep account of the number 
of definite spiritual experiences. 

Brother Jones prayed for thirty deaf 
people, almost everyone of them were 
healed instantly. About ten others were 
prayed for who were deaf in one ear. 


_A little girl, age 5, was healed of deaf- 


ness in both ears; she could even hear 
a watch tick. Another person was blind 
in one eye and deaf in both ears and 
God wonderfully healed her. A man 
was healed of sinus trouble, deafness 
in both ears, and arthritis. He could 
hardly walk up on the platform, but 
when prayed for he threw his cane 
down and went running off. He said 
he got what he came after. A girl, age 
16, completely deaf in her left ear 
because she had no ear drum, was 


prayed for and could hear a faint 
whisper. 

On Sunday morning Brother Jones 
was with us in the church on North 
McLeansboro Street in Benton, and 
the church was completely filled. Peo- 
ple came from far and wide to be 
prayed for. One man was there who 
had arthritis for ten years and was 
so sore and stiff he had to have help 
of two men and crutches to get into 
the church. When Brother Jones 
prayed for him he got up out of his 
chair and walked off the platform, 
down: the steps and out of the church, 
leaving his crutches and the two men 
behind. That night he was in the 
high-school auditorium to show people 
that God can heal and keep healed. 

There were several cases of heart 
trouble, cancer, goiter, nervousness, 
stomach trouble, weak eyes, and other 
diseases prayed for. Several of these 
were healed instantly. Three people 
were prayed for to receive the sense 
of smell; and went away rejoicing be- 
cause they could smell. 

This is the second time we have been 
privileged to have Brother Jones with 
us in Illinois, and we do thank ‘God 
because he came our way.—Esther 
Tiberend.

CHRIST AND THE CHURCH

Box 42, Salisbury, Md. 

“And I say also unto thee, That 
thou art Peter, and upon this rock I 
will build my church; and the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against it,” 
Matt. 16:18. 

This statement made by Jesus Him- 
self was prompted by Peter’s state- 
ment that Christ was the Son of God. 
Previous to this Jesus was asking His 
disciples what the public opinion of 
Him was. There was much confusion 
as to who this Christ man was, but 
Peter didn’t have a doubt in his mind 
who He was, and he spoke his mind 
and said, “Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.” In response to 
Peter’s answer, Christ said, “Blessed 
art thou, Simon Bar-jona: for flesh 
and blood hath not revealed it unto 
thee, but my Father which is in heav- 
en,” v. 19. The church of Jesus Christ 
is built on a divine revelation of God; 
an experience or real salvation, not 
just a card signing religion or a hand 
shake of some dignitary of today; but 
on a real born again experience. 

Jesus says, “Blessed art thou, 
Peter,” so you see the Lord’s church 
is a blessed church, and if a blessed 
church, then there surely must 
be some manifestation of such 
blessings, and this excludes the mod- 
ernists who just sign a membership 
card of some church, who try to 
streamline God’s truth and try to 
climb up some other way. 

Now let’s go to another class. This 
class of people are those who have 
a form of worship but deny the pow- 
er of God. The Word says, “From 
such turn away.” Jesus said on one 
occasion, “All power is given unto me 
in heaven and in earth.” So if Christ 
has all power, seeing that He, Jesus, 
is the Head of the church, then the 
Church should have power, too. The 
early church had power, such power 
that on one occasion, when they 
prayed, the place was shaken where 
they were worshiping, and the church 
had such prestige that men would 
lay their loved ones along the road- 
way so the shadow of its members 
might overshadow them that they 


might be healed. But we have some 


in the ranks of Pentecost who are 
lowering the standard and putting on 
their dignity to gain favor with the 
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public. God forbid such profanity. The 
early church didn’t use beautiful 
phrases, or church socials, or bingo 
parties; no, my friend, not even three 
years of college and five years of 
seminary. But Peter, standing up, 
lifted up his voice and said, “These 
are not drunken, as ye suppose... 
but this is that which was spoken by 
the prophet Joel.” His message sank 
into the hearts of the masses of 
people, and thousands of them re- 
pented, made peace with God, and 
became members of the church. 

The early church had power with 
God, so God added to the church 
daily such as should be saved. All 
members of Christ’s church are saved 
people. The church Jesus will present 
to Himself will be a perfect church 
without spot or wrinkle or any such 
thing, holy and without blemish. “And 
he gave some, apostles; and some 
prophets; and some, evangelists; and 
some, pastors and teachers; for the 
perfecting of the saints, for the work 
of the ministry, for the edifying of 
the body of Christ: till we all come 
in the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto a 
perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ,” Eph. 
4:11-13. 

Christian friend, have you reached 
this place of His fulness? Have you 
just made yourself at ease in Zion? 
If so, God said, ‘““Woe unto them who 
are at ease in Zion.” Could you be- 


lieve Jesus will come for a church 
that has no power, no vision, some 
believing one thing and some an- 
other? No. I say “no” on_ these 
grounds: that He healed all who 
came to Him. He made deformed 
bodies whole and opened blinded eyes, 
and His church will not be deformed 
or sick, but a church that is whole 
and sound, being able to see eye to 
eye and all speak the same thing. “So 
that ye come behind in no gift; wait- 
ing for the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: who shall also confirm you 
unto the end, that ye may be blame- 
less in the day of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. God is faithful, by whom ye 
were called unto the fellowship of 
his Son Jesus Christ our Lord. Now I 
beseech you, brethren, by the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye all 
speak the same thing, and that there 
be no divisions among you; but that 
ye be perfectly joined together in the 
same mind and in the same judg- 
ment,” 1 Cor. 1:7-10. 

“For while one saith, I am of Paul; 
and another, I am Apollos; are ye 
not carnal?” 1 Cor. 3:4. 

The church that Jesus purchased 
with His own blood is the one that we 
must feed and perfect, and he, Paul, 
calls it the Church of God (Acts 
20:28). What do you call yours? Col. 
1:18, “And he is the head of the body, 
the church: who is the beginning, 
the firstborn from the dead; that in 
all things he might have the pre- 
eminence.” Christ has a church which 
He sets the members in as it pleases 
Him, that they can carry on. Not 
through church politics will God bless 
and honor His church, but by the 
leading of the Holy Ghost, for the 
Holy Ghost will lead and guide you 
in all truth and show you things to 
come. The church must and does 
have members full of the Holy Ghost 
to be its leaders. Acts 6:3, ‘““Wherefore, 
brethren, look ye out among you sev- 
en men of honest report, full of the 
Holy Ghost and wisdom, whom we 
may appoint over this business.” 

How can any people be the real 
church when they don’t have leaders 
or even believe in the Holy Ghost? 
Come on, Church of God, as Joshua 
and Caleb came back with the re- 
port, “We are well able to take the 
land,” so are we, the Church of God, 
able to gather in the masses of them 
who are saying, “Come ye and let us 
go up to Zion the house of the Lord, 
for out of Zion shall go forth the 
word of the Lord.” 
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THE SIGNS OF THE TIMES

Just as sure as the natural horizon 
has its sunset, so the spiritual hori- 
zon has its sunset. Every age or dis- 
pensation has a sunset in it just as 
truly as the day, and in the close of 
each age there are sunset signs that 
indicate the weather of the coming 
age. So, with this thought in mind, 
read with me Matt. 16:1-5; 24:6-15, 
using chap. 16:4 as the text, “A wicked 
and adulterous generation seeketh 
after a sign.” 

The desire of these wicked and 
hypocritical Pharisees and Sadducees 
was not granted by our Lord, for God 
does not reveal His secrets to such 
people as these. Praise God for the 
words of the prophet Amos, chap. 
3:7, “Surely the Lord God will do 
nothing, but he revealeth his secret 
unto his servants the prophets”; and 
the goodly words of Jesus in Luke 
10:21, “I thank thee, O Father, Lord 
of heaven and earth, that thou hast 
hid these things from the wise and 
prudent, and hast revealed them unto 
babes.” While the educated ecclesias- 
tics, diplomats, statesmen, scientists, 
and propagandists of our day are go- 
ing mad trying to figure out just what 
is in the future and what the outcome 
of it all will be, and stout hearts are 
failing them for fear and for looking 
after those things ‘they fee lare com- 
ing upon the earth,” God has a few 
babes in Christ and prophets to whom 
He is revealing His secrets. Oh, vain 
are the thoughts of man that God only 
spoke to men of old and not to our 
generation at all. 

It is true that He does not speak 
in the thunderous tones of Sinai, but, 
lest you be completely misled, He still 
speaks in the “still small voice of 
Horeb” only to those who will stay 
with Him silently, alone, and abso- 
lutely disengaged from the frivolous 
hilarious, and foolish things of this 
world. 

My friend, if you cannot discern 
the truth in the maze of apostasy 
that is sweeping the world, if you re- 
main ccmplacent and indifferent to 
the conditions that exist, if you can- 
not weep because of the spiritual con- 
dition of this gay, mad, sex-crazed, 
frivolous dispensation, if you console 
yourself with the thought that this 
age is no worse than others, if you 
do not recognize in this great “latter 
rain, miracle-working, gift-bestowing, 
Holy Ghost downpour of God’s love, 
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the greatest “end time sign,” then 
you need to be born of the Spirit! 
Paul declares, 1 Cor. 2:14, “But the 
natural man receiveth not the things 
of the Spirit of God: for they are 
foolishness unto him: neither can he 
know them, because they are spirit- 
ually discerned.” You are like Nico- 
demus of St. John 3. He could ac- 
knowledge that “we know that thou 
art a teacher come from God: for 
no man could do these miracles that 
thou doest, except God be with him.” 
But why? how? I just don’t under- 
stand! Just so today; many will rec- 
ognize and admit that in the Pente- 
costal movements there are miracles 
and God’s blessing seems plenteous, 
but we just don’t understand; we 
want to reason things out. The same 
answer comes to you, my friend, “Veri- 
ly, verily, I say unto you, Except a man 
be born again he cannot see the king- 
dom of God.” For truly these miracles 
were the signs of the kingdom of 
God with them, and all He had to do 
was “be born again,” out of that old 
Adamic, doubtful, self-reasoning na- 
ture, and he would not only “see it” 
but “understand it,” and furthermore, 
“except a man be born of the water 
and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God.” In other words, 
you can have no part nor lot in this 
great blessing. Oh, thank God for the 
revelation that it takes more than a 
card-signing, church-joining, hand- 
shaking, water-sprinkling faith or 
religion to be able to comprehend 
“these signs of the time,” but He re- 
veals them to “born-again babes and 
chosen prophets.” 

It is just as difficult for a physically 
blind man to understand the glory 
of nature as it is for a wicked natural 
man to understand the spiritual. You 
could tell a blind man all day how 
beautiful are the flowers, trees, ever- 
greens and sunsets, but he could never 
understand the full beauty—even so 
in trying to explain the glory of 
the spiritual and warn of divine wrath 
to come. The natural man out of God’s 
spiritual touch will not understand or 
receive it, but does it make it any 
the less so?

The Apostle Paul in 1 Cor. 14:21, 22, 
in confirmation of Isaiah’s prophecy 
(Isa. 28:11), exhorts, “In the law it 
is written, With men of other tongues 
and other lips will I speak unto this 
people; and yet for all that will they 
not hear me, saith the Lord. Where- 


fore tongues are for a sign, not to 
them that believe, but to them that 
believe not: but prophesying serveth 
not for them that believe not, but for 
them which believe.” The warning to 
get ready for the coming of the Lord 
is on, and has reached to the remotest 
bounds of man’s habitation. The mid- 
night cry of Matt. 25:6 is going forth. 
The sifting time of Matt. 3:3 has 
come. After Pentecost (early rain) 
is here, Acts 4:33, “And with great 
power gave the apostles witness of 
the resurrection of the Lord Jesus: 
and great grace was upon them all.” 
The time to buy oil, Matt. 25:4, is 
here. Even so, in these times of “lat- 
ter rain” are the Spirit-filled chil- 
dren of God giving forth with great 
power, the coming of our Lord and 
the end of the age; perhaps not so 
much in the manner of the wisdom 
of the world, because it is not per- 
ceived by wisdom, as Paul states in 
1 Cor. 2:4, 5, “And my speech and 
my preaching was not with enticing 
words of man’s wisdom, but in demon- 
stration of the Spirit and of power: 
that your faith should not stand in 
the wisdom of men, but in the power 
of God.” In other words, it is as Joel 
prophesied of these last days (chapter 
2), with signs, wonders, dreams, 
visions, miracles, and gifts of the 
Holy Ghost, with God bearing witness 
as of Heb. 2:4. And so, with messages 
by the Spirit in tongues, that no 
natural man understands, and with 
the same spiritual interpretation, plus 
inspired messages of prophecy, God 
gives signs and wonders today. 

The messages of late have been in 
essence, viz., “Behold, I come quickly; 
be ye ready.” “He is near, even at the 
door.” “Jesus is coming soon.” Still 
many have in them an evil heart of 
unbelief. Why? In 2 Cor. 4:3, 4, we 
read, “But if our gospel be hid, it is 
hid to them that are lost: in whom 
the god of this world hath blinded 
the minds of them which believe not, 
lest the light of the glorious gospel 
of Christ, who is the image of God, 
should shine unto them.” 

In closing, beloved friend, I say, Re- 
member that Belshazzar was enjoy- 
ing himself in the drunken, indif- 
ferent, unbelieving, God-defying spir- 
it of the world, but the handwriting 
appeared on the wall. This was God’s 
sign to him. He could not understand 
it, but God had a man ready to in- 
terpret it for him, which caused his 
knees to be smitten together and his

INDIA 


In 1947, when new India had her 
first year of self-government, she had 
some rough sailing. No sooner than 
her flags had been unfurled with re- 
joicing than riots broke out fiercely 
in various places in North India. The 
scenes that followed were indescrib- 
able; no one could portray the hor- 
rors. Blood ran like rivers, Muslims 
killing Hindus and Hindus murdering 
the Muslims. No accurate figures are 
available, but it is estimated that one 
million were slaughtered in cold blood. 
Those were dark days and no one 
knew when this internal religious war 
would end.: Then news circled the 
globe that Gandhi was dead, shot to 
death by a fellow Hindu. All India 
was stunned, but no doubt if he had 
been killed by a Muslim, many mil- 
lions more would have been slain. The 
shocking news caused great grief by 
Muslim and Hindu, and all mourned 
his death, and almost overnight the 
riots ceased. Newspapers throughout 
the land headlined such claims as 
“He died for the sins of his people.” 
Such writings and editorials compar- 
ing Gandhi, not with their gods or 
great men, but with Christ, gave 
the Christians an usual opportunity to 
proclaim our Lord Jesus Christ far 
greater than Gandhi and everyone 
else, for Christ died for the sins of 
the whole world. While forming 
India’s constitution, heated debates 
rang out in the legislature and many 
feared that the Christians would be 
gently restricted. But prayers to God 
ascended daily, and, thanks be to God, 
the new constitution grants full re- 
ligious freedom, leaving India’s doors 
open to the gospel. 

We (the Church of God) have the 
brightest outlook for our Indian 
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work in its history. We believe God, 
will help us train the nationals, 
who, with a knowledge of God’s Word 
and a burning zeal for Him, can win 
many, many souls. 


SOUTH AMERICA 


Space will not permit me this time 
to tell of the great doors opened in 
South America. There are some great 
revivals sweeping the country. Many 
thousands are throwing off the dead 
formalisms and heathen superstitions 
and really accepting Christ, being 
truly born again. But remember, like 
the apostle Paul’s open door, there 
are many adversaries. There is great 
persecution continuing in Columbia. 
Many chapels are being burned and 
believers murdered. The evangelical 
missions are flooding the Government 
with denunciations of the persecu- 
tion: murder, riot, and the burning of 
chapels. But the Roman Catholic 
priests are behind the scenes incit- 
ing fanatical, unlearned superstitious 
people to do this, causing them to 
believe Protestants are messengers of 
the devil. 

On Easter Sunday, when the Pope 
spoke to two hundred thousand of the 
faithful outside St. Peter’s Basilica in 
Rome, he said, “Those who claim to 
follow Christ will have complete joy 
even though they must suffer afflic- 
tion, persecution and injustice at the 
hands of man.” Evidently the Pope 
was referring to Catholics in Europe 
being overrun by communism. How- 
ever, these words can also apply to 
Protestants in some areas of Latin 
America who suffer affliction, perse- 
cution, and injustice at the hands of 
Roman Catholics, especially in Bo- 
livia, Mexico, and Columbia. Recently, 
a Roman Catholic bishop in Ponce, 
Puerto Rico, came out in open protest 
against the Great Pentecostal Osborne 
Campaign, in which some 30,000 peo- 
ple attended the services and many 
hundreds were healed. The bishop de- 
manded the Roman Catholics to stay 
away from the meeting threatening 
excommunication if they attended 
even for curiosity. 

In Haiti, Brother T. L. Osborne was 
also used of God in bringing many 
hundreds to God, and hundreds of 
them healed. The blind received their 
sight; the deaf were made to hear; 
the lame leaped and ran and praised 
God. Immediately, through the Press, 
the Catholic priests denounced Broth- 
er Osborne as a witch doctor, a child 
of the devil, deceiving the people. 


Yes, there are many adversaries but 
the challenge is ever before us. The 
open doors are clearly seen. Shall we 
not go? Can we afford to wait? The 
commission is to “go” to every crea-
